The planter not blinded by prejudice or the 
ways of his father, will certainly receive any 
light that may be thrown on the subject of the eul- 
tivation of any staple article. I cannot at this day 
give any “new light” of my own, but I can offer 
the result of experience and the opinions of others, 
who are either unwilling to see their names in 
print, or are reluctant to stem the tide of popular 
opinion. The general impression is, that all crops 
should be cultivated often, the earth kept fine and 
light, and “no weeds or grass should be suffered to 
grow.”’ Other opinions have been advanced by 
working-men, and facts adduced; and as an inte- 
rested man, I claim of others equally interested a 
right to express mine. 

Two years ago, two of my friends, whom I will 
designate as Captain B. and Colonel D., living 
hot over twenty miles frem me, rented a field for 
the culture of cotton. The field was planted with 
cotton, divided as near as need be into equal parts, 
and cultivated as each one was in the habit of cul- 
tivating, to wit: Capt. B. kept his crop clean all 
the year, probably working it over every ten or 
fifteen days, and it was cultivated like a garden.
